wherein the second electrode comprises a planar electrode having a surface and an 
interior, the surface or interior having been modified to produce spatial modulations in 
properties of the second electrode; and generating an electric field at the interface 
between the electrolyte solution and the second electrode to form a planar assembly of 
substantially one layer of particles in a designated area on the second electrode,

local distribution of the electric field at said interface.
